In accordance with these rules, applicant is required, in reply to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 41 -77, drawn to a polymer comprising 8-45% of a 
monomer having a polyalkylene oxide chain, 30-90% of a monomer having a 
hydrophobic group, 2-50% of a monomer having a hydroxyl group, a filter 
apparatus containg the polymer and a system containing the filter apparatus. 

Croup II, claims 78-79, drawn to a method of use of Group I to treat 
rhematoid arthritis. 

Group ill, claims 78-79, drawn to a method of use of Group I to treat 
systemic erythmatodes. 

Group IV, claims 78-79, drawn to a method of use of Group I to treat

idiopathic thrombocytopenic purpura. 

Group VI, claims 78-79, drawn to a method of use of Group I to treat 
autoimmune hepatitis.

Group VIII, claims 78-79, drawn to a method of use of Group I to treat 
Crohn's disease. 

Group IX, claims 78-79, drawn to a method of use of Group I to treat 
atopic dermatitis.

Group XI, claims 78-79, drawn to a method of use of Group I to treat 
systemic inflammatory response syndrome. 

The methods of use treat distinct patients with distinct diseases. 
Therefore, the methods can be placed into separate groups as distinct methods 
since the patient to be treated would be distinct.
